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Job fears as extra 
£20m axed from 
council’

‘SIGNIFICANT’ job cuts are expected at 
Northamptonshire County Council after 
the authority revealed where it was going to 
save a further £20 million. 

The leader of the Lib Dem opposition 
Councillor Brendan Glynane raised his con- 
cerns after the announcement yesterday. 

In December last year, the council revealed 
that it needed to save £68m but in the last 
month that figure has risen to more than 
£88m. 

Yesterday the council said it will now be 
cutting further including bus services to rural 
communities, less street lighting and reduc- 
ing vital ‘cradle to grave’ services, in a bid to 
make the savings. 

The council has also said it will save £2.6m 
by creating a ‘Target Operating Model’ which 
will include reviews to middle management 
positions. 

Cllr Glynane feels this will result in many 
posts being cut and low morale at the author- 
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The county council's

ity. He said: “There will be £2.6m taken from 
this Target Operating Model and _ that 
includes middle management, which I think 
will mean that there will be substantial num- 
ber of redundancies. 

“A lot of these could be in frontline services 
but we don't know yet. 

“I would imagine though that morale at the 
county council amongst staff will now be at 
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rock bottom.” Cllr Glynane also believes the 
budget targets the vulnerable and those most 
in need from vital council services. 

He said: “This budget affects many of the 
cradle to grave services that the most vulner- 
able people in the county rely on. 

“As well as that the county will now be dark- 
er and people living in rural villages are going 
to find it incredibly difficult to get around, 
without these bus services.” 

The opposition leader has also called for 
the consultation period on the budget to be 
extended as this information has come much 
later than the original December announce- 
ment. 

Cllr Glynane said: “This council’s own con- 
stitution says that we need to have at least 
eight weeks to consult on a budget and we 
are currently in the seventh week when they 
are starting to release the detail of this extra 
£20m. 

“I think we should extend the consultation 
by another eight weeks to give the people of 
Northamptonshire a fair deal. This budget

Cup game moving to MK

NORTHAMPTON Saints have said that 
the town has lost £1.5 million by the 
club being forced to play a cup game in 
Milton Keynes. 

The rugby club has been waging a war 
of words with Northampton Borough 
Council over the development of 
Franklin's Gardens. 

Saints want to finance a new stand by 
building an ASDA supermarket adjacent 
to the ground but fear this would go 
against the town centre policy of the 
council. 

As a result, they have been reluctant to 
pursue plans to extend the ground and 
the club revealed this week that it was 
being forced by European rugby authori- 
ties to play its quarter-final match 
against Ulster in Milton Keynes, as 
Franklin’s Gardens doesn’t meet the 
required capacity. 

The clash, which will be held in early 
April, will be the Saints first home 
Heineken Cup quarter-final since the 
1999/2000 season. 


ERC rules mean that any stadium host- 
ing a quarter-final should hold at least 
15,000 people, whereas  Franklin’s 
Gardens only holds 13,521. 

By contrast, 21,000 people can watch 
the match at Stadium:MK, the Dons’ 
home ground. 

Saints’ chief executive Allan Robson 
has criticised the Liberal Democrat-run 
authority for not supporting their plans 
which they believe has had a negative 
impact on the town. 

He said: “The attitude of the Liberal 
Democrat leadership of Northampton 
Borough Council towards the proposals 
of the club and ASDA to develop the sta- 
dium and a food store have now had a 
direct negative impact on the town and 
upwards of £1.5 million will now go to 
the Milton Keynes economy, not 
Northampton’s. 

“However the news will no doubt be 
disappointing for the wider community 
of Northampton, especially those busi- 
nesses that would have enjoyed the 
financial benefits that come from thou- 
sands of visitors coming into the town 
for a massive cup match at the Gardens.” 


However, the council has hit back by 
claiming that the club is at fault as it 
could have had its new stand already 
built had it submitted a planning appli- 
cation when it originally announced the 
plans in November 2009. 

Leader Cllr Brian Hoare said: “If they 
had put in a plan for the new stand at 
that time, there is every chance that the 
stand could have been built in the close 
season in 2010 and we would not be hav- 
ing this discussion. 

“Obviously we are disappointed that 
the town is losing out on the economic 
benefits that this game would bring to 
the town and I’m sure that rugby fans 
and local residents would have liked to 
have seen the game played here. 

“This is not the fault of the council, it is 
the fault of the Saints for not putting a 
planning application when they origi- 
nally released their plans in November 
2009. 

“They are sitting on the fence as to 
whether to put in a planning application 
but I don’t think I would be in a position 
to judge if their application would be 
successful or not.”

Benefits cheat given ‘last chance’ 


AN alcoholic man who stole 
nearly £20,000 in benefits has 
narrowly escaped jail, despite the 
fact that it will take 30 years to 
pay off his debts. 

Kurt Lee, from Northampton, 
claimed income support, hous- 
ing benefits and council tax ben- 
efits from July 2006 to January 
2009. 

He claimed that he was unable 
to work during the two-and-a- 
half years he was claiming when 
he had actually been employed 
at a meat factory for the majority 
of that time. 

During that period he claimed 
£9,533.49 in income support, 
£8,669.36 in housing benefits 
and £1,533.69 in council tax ben- 
efit. In total he owed 19,736.54. 

The court heard that it would 
currently take Lee more than 30 


years to pay back his debt to the 
state, as the money is being paid 
out of his current benefits. 

Hannah Mettam, defending, 
said: “If he receives alcohol treat- 
ment, he will be able to get back 
to work. 

“Once he is back in work he will 
be able to pay back more money 
than if he is sent to prison which 
would also see him lose his coun- 
cil home.” 

Sentencing Lee to 30 weeks in 
prison, suspended for two years, 
Judge Richard Bray, said: “This is 
your last chance. 

“There are a lot of people trying 
to help you whether you deserve 
it or not.” 

The court also issued a six 
month alcohol treatment order 
to help him deal with his alcohol 
problem.

has been shambolic and the trust in the Conservative 
authority is clearly ebbing away.” 

However, the council believes it has got the right bal- 
ance with these new cuts, although they admit they had 
to make some very difficult decisions. 

Cllr Bill Parker, cabinet member for finance, said: “As 
part of the rigorous budget setting process in December 
last year we had to make some very difficult decisions as 
to where savings had to be made but this still left us with 
more to find. 

“Originally it seemed we would need to find a further 
£15m. However, further work on the Government settle- 
ment shows that it is even worse than thought and a fur- 
ther £5m also needed to be identified. 

“Subsequently finding a further £20m savings for the 
next financial year has been immensely hard. We are not 
making these proposals lightly but tough decisions 
need to be made. 

“I am confident that the proposals hit the right bal- 
ance in helping us ease the burden of national debt, 
protect taxpayers and the most vulnerable and invest in 
those areas people have said are most important to 
them.”

A MAN branded ‘immature’ with 
a ‘preference for young girls’ has 
been jailed after being found 
guilty of having sexual activities 
with a child. 

Aaron Bell, 21, from 
Northampton, was sentenced for 
four years imprisonment at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Monday. 

This will be followed by a fur- 
ther five years on licence after 
engaging in a sexual activity with 
a girl of 13. 

The court heard how Bell had 
been in previous trouble with the 
law. 

Aged 16 in 2005 he was given a 
warning by police after stabbing 
two girls on their bottoms with a 
compass, after following them 
home. 

He had also been convicted of 
common assault, with the intent 
of sexual assault, in June 2006 
when he cornered a student 
walking towards Billing 
Aquadrome and pushed her in 
the shoulder before eventually 
letting her pass claiming he 
thought she was a girl he had 
seen naked in his dreams. 

He was given a community 
order but failed to attend many of 
his meetings and was sent to a

young offenders’ institute for 
nine months. On his release he 
was regarded as being a risk to 
the public and was regularly visit- 
ed by police. 

It was on one of these visits that 
police looked at his phone and 
saw text messages from the 13 
year-old girl, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, which 
were sexual. 

Matthew Lowe, prosecuting, 
said: “The officers looked at the 
phone and it was quite clear to 
them that some of the texts were 
of a sexual nature.” 

Bell admitted having sexual 
activity with her at her grandpar- 
ents’ house but said he initially 
thought she was aged between 16 
and 18. However, police later con- 
fiscated the girl’s computer which 
revealed Bell had known her age 
all along. 

Mr Lowe said: “They had been 
communicating using MSN mes- 
senger and in these conversa-

Defending Bell, Richard 
Holloway said: “He is a very 
immature 21-year-old. 

“He has also said that he used to 
smoke a lot of cannabis which 
affected him but he has now 
stopped. 

“He understands that he has to 
do something about his life and 
the he has a lot of growing up to 
do.” 

Sentencing him to four years in 
prison and a further five on 
licence, judge Ian Alexander QC 
said: “You are 21 years old and 
already have the hallmarks of a 
serious sexual offender. 

“This offence involved a 13- 
year-old girl and even though you 
are an immature 21-year-old you 
have a preference for young girls, 
whom you can flatter and find it 
easy to manipulate, rather than 
those your own age. 

“You are a higher risk to the 
public and in particular young 
girls.” 

Bell was also banned from 
working with children and placed 
on the sex offenders’ register for 
life.

JUST a few words on the 
past, present and future pro- 
vision of health services in 
this country. 

I remember in the days 
prior to the establishment of 
the NHS, sitting for hours in 
a dingy waiting room to see a 
doctor and my mother 
telling me that the doctor’s 
consultation fee was up to 
five shillings, which was a lot 
of money for working class 
families with several chil- 
dren to pay. 

On top of this was the cost 
of the medicines needed to 
treat the illness. 

I also remember going to 
the casualty departments of 
St Bartholomew’s or the 
Royal Free hospitals and 
waiting for hours on long 
hard wooden benches for a 
minor injury to be treated. 

Our generation saw the 
birth of the NHS in 1948 and 
we don't want to see it suffer 
a death of a thousand cuts in 
the 21st century. 

The proposals in the 
Government’s Health Bill 
would set back the provision 
of health care to the ordinary 
people of this country by 
over 60 years. 

At the end of WW2, this 
country was in a far worse 
financial situation than it is 
now. 

The costs of waging the war 
had practically bankrupted 
our economy, however, the 


improvement in the lives of 
ordinary people. Within 
three years the welfare state 
and the NHS was set up and 
the health of the people of 
this country improved enor- 
mously. 

Don’t let us see a return to 
the bad old days, with a frag- 
mented, localised two-tier 
health service.

BAAF 
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Hector survives ‘gun’ 
tragedy by a whisker

A PET cat is ‘very lucky to be 
alive’ after it was shot three 
times in a quiet village. 

The seven-year-old cat, called 
Hector, was shot with an air gun 
in Hackleton. 

Hector’s owner, Richard Powell, 
discovered a strange lump on his 
leg last week and took him to the 
vet before being told the lump 
was a pellet. 

After closer examination a fur- 
ther two shots were found, one in 
the thigh and one in his stomach, 
just a centimetre from his heart. 

The vets believe Hector had 
been shot on three separate 
occasions, as he would have run 
off immediately after being shot 
the first time, making it more

likely that he had then been shot 
again on another occasion. 

The shrapnel will now stay in 
Hector as the vets have decided it 
is too dangerous to remove, so he 
is now back at home recovering 
but is reluctant to leave the 
house. 

Mr Powell said: “Hector is very 
lucky to be alive, given what has 
happened to him. 

“The vet said one of the pellets 
missed his aorta by just a cen- 
timetre. 

“I was so shocked when I was 
told what had happened to him, 
we live in a village and you just 
don't expect this sort of thing to 
happen. 

“I am just grateful that the pel- 
let in his stomach miraculously 
missed all his major organs.” 

The RSPCA is appealing for wit- 


nesses to the attack and has 
warned that anyone found guilty 
of causing unnecessary suffering 
to an animal can face a maxi- 
mum six-month prison sentence 
and/or a £20,000 fine. 

RSPCA inspector, Damien 
Wooliscroft, said: “It is absolutely 
vital that if anyone saw anything 
suspicious or knows of anyone 
shooting at animals in the area 
that they come forward with 
information. 

“People cannot be allowed to 
get away with causing such awful 
injuries.” 

The RSPCA received 205 reports 
of cats being shot in 2010. 

It is believed that this is just the 
tip of the iceberg as many attacks 
go unreported and some owners 
don't even realise their pets have 
been shot.

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TWO hundred years ago the Mounts 
area of Northampton contained only 
open fields. 

However, the end of the 19th century 
saw it develop into a highly populated 
area of vital importance within the 
town, all due to the growth of 
Northampton’s boot and shoe industry. 

The area continues to represent this 
past vitality today through the structure 
and character of its buildings. 

Northampton Borough Council 
now wants to preserve this 
historically significant part of 
the town by officially mark- 
ing it as a Boot and Shoe 
Conservation area. 

The proposed plans were 
made following a survey by 
English Heritage, with sup- 
port from Northamptonshire 
County Council, which 
highlighted the impor- 
tant role that the area 
played during 19th 
century industriali- 
sation of Britain.

remnants of Northampton’s thriving 
foot-wear production trade that can still 
be seen in the factories, schools, 
churches and the streets of houses on 
long, straight roads built solely for the 
purpose of housing the workers. 
Councillor Richard Church, cabinet 
member for planning, said: “The history 
of the boot and shoe industry makes 
Northampton very special and unique. 
“Even now the Northampton coat of 
arms can be found on boots and shoes 
all over the world.” 
For many residents the area also has 
a personal significance. 
Cllr Church said: “Many residents 


will have ancestors that were 


involved in the boot and shoe indus- 
try, including my own great, great 
grandfather William Spencer.” 
Residents in the area have 
been provided with an outline 
of the plans, which appear to 
have been received with mixed 
opinions. 

Sandra Tidbury, 66, of Craven 
Street, said: “I’ve read a bit 
about the plans. The area does 
need improving and it would 
be good if the plans brought in

more people and improved tourism in 
the area.” 

The restrictions the plans place on 
homeowners have been met with some 
apprehension as they prevent residents 
from making changes to their property, 
such as installing satellite dishes and 
aerials or making alterations to the pro- 
file of their roof, without permission. 

However, for some this is a small price 
to pay for the recognition and protec- 
tion of Northampton’s industrial roots. 

Resident Glenn Hickman, 58, said: “I 
posted my feedback yesterday. 

“I think it’s a great idea. I made shoes 
myself when I was young so I think it’s 
very important.” 

Northampton Borough Council is still 
encouraging residents to give their 
thoughts on the plans. There are three 
potential options. 

A larger plan that covers 70 per cent of 
the significant buildings, a smaller one 
that reduces the amount of non-boot 
and shoe related buildings included and 
a cluster of five small areas that only 
includes the oldest surviving buildings. 

Public consultation is open until March

Figures re <r fall 
in victims of crime

POLICE have said cold weather 
was just one of the reasons crime 
across the county went down. 
According to new statistics 
revealed by the Home Office, 
Northamptonshire saw an 11 per 
cent fall in crime in the 12 
months to September 2010, com- 
pared with the previous 12 
months in the 2008-2009 period. 
Figures show that there were 
51,993 crimes - 6,265 less victims. 
Assistant Chief Constable, 
Martin Jelley, said: “The fall in 
recorded crime of 11 per cent up 


to September last year is hearten- 
ing and is due to the hard work of 
the officers, PCSOs and staff of 
Northamptonshire Police. 

“In December (2009) we actua- 
lly recorded the lowest number of 
crimes since the National Crime 
Recording Standard was intro- 
duced almost ten years ago, 
including the lowest-ever vol- 
umes for robbery, burglary, vehi- 
cle crime, criminal damage and 
violence. 

“While the sub-zero tempera- 
tures clearly encouraged some 
criminals to stay at home, it is an 
excellent result. 

“We cannot be complacent

though. The robbery figures are 
good but they are still higher than 
our most similar force average so 
there is still a lot of hard work to 
be done in this area. 

“Key to this will be maintaining 
the momentum that has been 
achieved with Operation 
Guardian and making sure we 
keep in the faces of our most pro- 
lific offenders.” 

He added: “All in all a very 
promising picture, not least the 
fact that British Crime Survey 
data also shows that the risk of 
being a victim of crime in 
Northamptonshire remains at a 
30-year low.”

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Robber pulled 
a gun on cops

A CROOK has been jailed for a series of 
armed robberies across the county. 

Jan Darren Scott, 44, of Mourdant Lane, 
Northampton received an Indeterminate 
Public Protection sentence at 
Northampton Crown Court last 
Thursday and must serve a minimum of 
eight years before he can be considered 
for release. 

Scott was arrested in December 2009 
following a detailed investigation by offi- 
cers. 

In October 2010, he pleaded guilty to 
ten robberies carried out in Duston, St 
James and Kingsthorpe in Northampton 
as well as its town centre and 
Wellingborough and Wolverton. 

He also asked for a number of others to 
be taken into consideration. 

In the first few offences a knife was 
used to commit the burglaries and then a 
handgun. 

Scott’s spree included a number of 
attacks on commercial premises, against 
individuals at cash machines, as well as 
banks or building societies. 

He was identified as a suspect following 
a robbery he committed at a bank in 
Wolverton. 

In December 2009 when three officers 
attempted to arrest Scott, he brandished 
a firearm at them. 

Despite the risk to personal safety, offi- 
cers chased and detained him safely. 


Unknown at the time, the firearm was 
an imitation. 

Detective Sergeant Andy Blaize, leading 
the investigation, said: “I welcome the 
judgement in this case. 

“Tan Scott has shown he is a danger to 
the public and the sentence reflects the 
severity of his actions. 

“The outcome today is testament to the 
hard work carried out by dedicated 
investigators and praise must be given to 
the bravery of the arresting officers; PC 
Raj Singh, PC John Bolton and PC 
Richard Smith, who pursued this man 
despite being faced with what they per- 
ceived to be a live firearm. 

“They acted selflessly to protect the 
public.” 

The arresting officers’ bravery will be 
recognised with a Chief Constable's 
Commendation.

Thousands tn fines 
for asbestos breach

A SECURITY firm, a company 
director and an NHS Trust have 
been fined after potentially dan- 
gerous asbestos fibres were 
released in a county hospital. 

The Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) prosecuted Northampton- 
shire NHS Teaching Primary Care 
Trust, NUTEC Security Systems 
Ltd and company director Paul 
Beeby at Wellingborough 
Magistrates’ Court last 
Wednesday following the inci- 
dent at Isebrook Hospital in 
Wellingborough in 2008. 

The court heard that the Trust 
employed NUTEC to upgrade 
security at Isebrook Hospital 
between April 21 and June 9, 
2008. 

During the work, engineers ran 
cables through false ceilings and 
partition walls in public areas of 
the site. 

The work resulted in asbestos 
fibres being released into the hos- 
pital which had remained open to 
the public and staff alike. 

HSE’s investigation found that 
the Trust did not ensure that the 
contractor had received informa- 
tion on asbestos in the building 
or planned the project manage- 
ment of the work correctly. 

The investigation also found

that NUTEC had assumed areas 
of the hospital did not contain 
asbestos and that Mr Beeby had 
not ensured his surveys were suf- 
ficient to identify the presence of 
asbestos. 

The court was told that as a 
director of the company and the 
person undertaking the surveys, 
Mr Beeby should have ensured he 
had accessed all areas where his 
employees were going to be 
working and as such had not 
informed engineers adequately of 
the potential risks they faced. 

HSE inspector Karl Raw said: 
“The lack of planning meant that 
there was potential for workers 
and members of the public to be

exposed to asbestos. There's no 
way of knowing the extent of the 
exposure as work in some areas 
had been completed and cleaned 
before the potential exposures 
were uncovered. 

“Asbestos can be very danger- 
ous and regulations are there to 
minimise risk. 

“Had this job been properly 
planned then any disturbance of 
asbestos could have been avoid- 
ed.” 

Northamptonshire NHS 
Teaching Primary Care Trust 
pleaded guilty to breaching 
Regulation 16 of the Control of 
Asbestos Regulations 2006 and 
Regulation 5(1) of the 
Management of Health and 
Safety at Work Regulations 1999. 

It was fined a total of £4,000 and 
ordered to pay costs of £1,755. 

NUTEC Security Systems Ltd, of 
Quarry Park Close, Northampton, 
pleaded guilty to breaching 
Regulations 5(a), 10 (1)(a) and 16 
of the Control of Asbestos 
Regulations 2006. 

The company was fined a total 
of £4,200 and ordered to pay costs 
of £1,755. 

Paul Beeby, of The Avenue, 
Flore, pleaded guilty to breaching 
Regulation 5(a) of the Control of 
Asbestos Regulations 2006. 

He was fined £1,200 and also 
ordered to pay £ 1,755 costs.

Team's award for aiding home births

MIDWIVES at Northampton 
General Hospital have won a top 
prize for their work on home 
births. 

The team, headed up by Anne 
Richley, Sally O’Connell and Babita 
Williams, scooped the 
Implementing Government Policy 
accolade at the Royal College of 
Midwives’ (RCM) annual awards 
presented last Wednesday. 

The three led a team of 12 mid- 


wives set up to ensure that choice 
- as outlined in the previous 
Government's Maternity Matters 
policy - was given to women, 
particularly around home birth. 

Among many initiatives the 
team developed new protocols 
and guidelines on home birth and 
produced a ‘Choices’ leaflet for 
women. 

They made sure that women 
were given the time to discuss the 
options available to them and that 
those looking to have a home birth 
went through a thorough risk and 


needs assessment. The team is 
aiming to get the home birth rate 
up to ten per cent of all births in 
the NGH area. 

They have already increased it to 
around seven per cent of births in 
the area, more than three times 
the national average. 

The team has also improved 
continuity of care and reduced the 
number of early admissions to the 
labour ward. 

Provision of services between 
the hospital and the community 
has been improved andthe _feed- 


back from women is very positive. 

Sue Hardy, the hospital’s 
director of nursing, midwifery and 
patient services, said: “This is fan- 
tastic news for both the Trust and 
also for women locally, who bene- 
fit enormously from this valuable 
service.” 

Anne Thomas, NGH head of 
midwifery, said: “I was delighted 
to see the hard work and commit- 
ment of our home birth team mid- 
wives at Northampton recog- 
nised with this prestigious nation- 
al award it is well deserved.”

FLAWLESS have been living the dream since their 
appearance on ITV show Britain’s Got Talent and 
now they’re going on the road and aiming to 
inspire people to realise their own ambitions.

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Jacobs pens new 
deal and reveals 
five-year plan for 
Premier League

SEVEN years ago, an 11-year-old 
Michael Jacobs put pen to paper on a 
centre of excellence contract with 
Northampton Town on the pitch at Six- 
fields before their 2-0 victory over 
Boston United. 

Last week, Jacobs committed himself to 
at least another 18 months with the Cob- 
blers after signing a new deal. The 18-year- 
old has had an impressive start to his 
professional career and has been duly re- 
warded by manager Ian Sampson. 

Promising midfielder Jacobs shot to 
prominence with some impressive show- 
ings in pre-season against higher league 
opposition, and has made 28 
appearances in a Northampton shirt so 
far this season. 

“I didn't think I'd play as much as I 
have,” he said, adding: “I thought if I get 
an opportunity then hopefully I can do 
well, but I wasn’t expecting to get one as 
early as I did. 

“I was hoping to get a few substitute 


appearances, but I’m glad to have started 
in and played in as many games as I have. 
I’m not just going to stop here, I want to 
take what I’ve done and keep doing well. 

“I’ve been talking to the club for a while 
so it’s good to finally get it done and now 
I can pushing on and keep playing 
games.” 

Jacobs’ decision to sign a new deal with 
Northampton puts to an end any specu- 
lation about his future after being linked 
with a move to a club in a higher division 
at the end of the current season when his 
contract was due to expire. 

And although he is keen to play at a 
higher level, Jacobs insists he is happy at 
present and is not being distracted by any 
transfer rumours, saying: “I haven't really 
thought about it. 

“You've got to be ambitious as a foot- 
baller or there's no point in playing. 

“In five year’s time I want to be looking 
at playing in the Championship or the 
Premier League if I can carry on pro- 
gressing and doing well. But I’m just en- 
joying myself and that's the way to play 
football. 


“I’ve seen and heard rumours, and peo- 
ple mention it to you. It’s up to the club 
really if they want to accept a bid, but I’m 
happy here playing and getting an op- 
portunity to play football week in, week 
out. 

“Everyone has rumours about them, 
but until a team comes in with a serious 
offer you have to push it under the carpet 
and just get on with playing.” 

Jacobs is well aware that if he is to 
progress — be that with Northampton or 
another club — that he needs to continue 
working on his game, with his outings 
this season giving him a good idea of 
areas for improvement. 

He said: “I think I need more end prod- 
uct than anything else at the minute, es- 
pecially crossing and maybe scoring 
more goals. I’m out on the left at the 
minute and using my left foot to cross, 
and my final ball and delivery could be a 
lot better. 

“I’m going to work on that in the next 
six months and hopefully get a bit more 
end product, and create a few more goals 
as well as scoring a few myself.”
